A WASTE plant capable of 
generating electricity for up 
to 8,000 homes will be built 
under plans unveiled this 
week. 

Clean Power Properties 
wants to build the plant, 
which will create 30 jobs, on 
disused land owned by 
Network Rail off Moor 
Street, Brierley Hill 

Domestic and commercial 
waste would be fed into the 
plant and turned into gas for 
combustion to create energy 
and heat using a process 
called pyrolysis. Bosses say 
the six-acre plant would 
release low carbon dioxide 
emissions and no smelly 
odour. It would also heat up 
nearby swimming pools 
according to the proposals. 

The proposal is at a very 
early stage and despite talks 
taking place between the 
company and Dudley 
Council, no planning appli¬ 
cation has been submitted. 

A public exhibition on the 
scheme will be held at Brier- 
ley Hill Project, in South 
Street, on Friday from noon 
to 7pm and on Saturday 
from 10am to 2pm. 

The plans have been met 
with caution from some 
people in the community. 
Town businessman Bob 
Mantle, of BHF Florists in 
High Street, said: “Do we 
really want a pyrolysis plant 
here, in Brierley Hill? 

“It feels like we have 
become the dumping ground 
of the area.”

Badgers foil 
repair work 
at bank site 

REPAIRS are to be carried out on a crum¬ 
bling sandstone bank next to homes on a 
housing estate - but council bosses say they 
are powerless to eliminate the source of the 
problem. 

Officers from Dudley Council say they are 
aware of badgers burrowing and causing 
damage to the stone cliff at The Haven, in 
Wordsley. And while they have ordered 
repair work to the stone structure, they say 
they are restricted from disturbing the pro¬ 
tected species. 

Officials told a Brierley Hill Area Com¬ 
mittee meeting this week that if they were 
to remove the groups of badgers they would 
need to apply for a licence. 

Residents have long-complained about 
the badgers, which moved to the area 
looking for food and have now burrowed out 
setts in the sandstone cliff surrounding the 
estate. They have been blamed for damag¬ 
ing gardens and leaving debris from the 
sandstone cliff in the estate. 

Ward Councillor Derrick Hemingsley 
said: “It is frustrating for the residents as 
this has been ongoing for years.” 

Up to 13 setts of the badgers are thought 
to be dotted around the cliff bordering The 
Haven, parts of the The Green and back 
gardens in New Street.

Ben Hudson, aged 17, who hit the head¬ 
lines last year when bravely saving 14-year- 
old Chloe West from a terrifying knife 
attack outside a school near his Stour¬ 
bridge home, ran the Torch leg through 
Horseley Fields, Wolverhampton. 

He said: “That was the best moment of 
my life. Not many people of my age have 
already got something to tell their grand- 
kids about. I felt really honoured. It was a 
breath-taking experience.” 

Dominic Macgowan, aged 12, the UK’s 
youngest Torchbearer got his moment in 
the spotlight as he ran with the Olympic 
Flame in Birmingham.

over boarded-up shops 


HOPES a line of shut-up shops in 
a Wordsley street will be opened 
again for business has received a 
boost. 

Dudley Council officers told an area com¬ 
mittee meeting they had contacted the 
owners of outlets in Sandringham Place. 

With councillor backing, the officers are 
to now set a meeting with each of the three 
landlords to discuss improving the look of 
each shop and potentially securing new 
tenants. 

The issue was brought to officers’ atten¬ 
tion after residents voiced concern on how 
long four out of the six shops had been 
empty. 

They feared they were an eyesore and 
could attract vandalism. Ward councillor 
Derrick Hemingsley said: “This has been 
going on too long. 

We have a line of shops which could be 
doing business and providing a centre for 
the local community, but instead many are 
empty, boarded-up and beginning to be an 
eyesore. 

Encouragement 

“Encouragement needs to be given to the 
owners to do something about each of the 
outlets.” 

Two out of the parade of six retail units 
are occupied by a convenience store and a 
food and wine outlet. A hairdressers and a 
food store were among the shops which were 
once open there. 

Councillor Hemingsley said: “I know of 
some potential entrepreneurs who would 
open here. They may not be the traditional 
fruit and veg sellers, but they offer life back 
into an area suffering right now.” 

At the Brierley Hill Area Committee 
meeting last night, head of urban environ¬ 
ment, Rupert Dugdale said: “We will look to 
encourage them to make improvements.” 

In a report to the meeting he said if the 
shops remained vacant and their condition 
continued to worsen the council could use 
enforcement action against the owners.

invited to attend. 

At the freedom of the borough 
event, the parade wound its way 
from the Territorial Army base, in 
Vicar Street, to the council house in 
Priory Road where a commemora¬ 
tive scroll was conferred on the reg¬ 
iment by Dudley’s Mayor Councillor 
Melvyn Mottram. 

Under ancient privileges, the reg¬ 
iment is now entitled to march 
through the town with swords 
drawn, bayonets fixed, colours 
flying, drums beating and band 
playing.

Lost village that lies at the 
centre of a bustling city 


IN THE heart of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton is a huge green area, the 
extent of which is largely 
unknown to the people of the 
city, because it is split into 
three by canals and railways. 

There is Dunstall Park racecourse, 
opposite a former small holding along¬ 
side Oxley Sidings, beyond which is Ox¬ 
ley Park golf course. On the other side of 
are the fields by Aldersley Stadium. 

At the heart of this peaceful green 
valley are the remains of a lost village, 
Aldersley. Lost because of its remote¬ 
ness, its remoteness at the heart of a city. 

In 1772 James Brindley opened the 
Staffordshire and Worcestershire Canal 
Navigations (S&WCN), the first major 
east west transport in England, and at, 
what was then called Autherley Junc¬ 
tion, it was linked to the Birmingham 
Canal Navigations (BCN), which rose 
through 21 locks to the heart of Wolver¬

hampton, and then beyond to all areas of the 
Black Country. 

At the junction, a village was built for canal 
workers. There was a large house on one corner 
for the BCN lock-keeper’s cottage and office, 
behind which was a warehouse. 

On the other corner was a toll house and a 
terrace of four cottages for S&WCN workers. 
These had cellar stables for narrowboat horses, 
which is why the bridge over the S&W canal 
had arches on both sides. 

Five years later this junction became even 
more important with the opening of the Trent 
& Mersey canal, half a mile away, at a junction 
which took the name Autherley, the original 
becoming Aldersley. 

For a while, Aldersley was one of the most 
important transport links in the world, taking 
the coal and industrial products of the Black 
Country to the east and west coast, and from 
there to the world. Surrounding this village 


was largely rural, with the Dunstall Park 
and Oxley Manor estates on one side of the 
valley, and Aldersley Farm on the other. 

A 17th century farmhouse stood roughly 
where the entrance to Aldersley Stadium 
lies today., and there were a few cottages. 

Blakeley Green House stood, as it does 
today, just over the hill. 

Across a couple of fields, on the Codsall 
Road were a row of cottages, which still 
stand, and Ye Olde Fieldhouse next door, 
where the Claregate Pub stands today. 

In the 19th century, the railways cut 
through the area, and industrial buildings 
spread along the Stafford Road, so the Dun¬ 
stall Park and Oxley Manor estates were 
sold to become racecourse and golf course. 

Fred Picken was still farming at Aldersley 
Farm until it was purchased by the council 
and Aldersley Stadium built in the 1950s. 

The canal junction is now a peaceful 
place, only leisure boats passing by. Stand¬ 
ing by the lost village of Aldersley, as herons 
swoop overhead, it’s hard to imagine you are 
surrounded by a large industrial city.

Firm's £200m victory 


A KINGSWINFORD firm 
which designs and supplies 
equipment for the alu¬ 
minium industry has cele¬ 
brated with its staff since 
topping £200 million in 
orders. 

Chris Ernes and Andrew Riley took 
over Mechatherm International in 
High Street, in 1991 from their 
fathers who started the business. 

Celebrate 

To celebrate the achievement all 
65 employees were invited to a lunch 
at the Copthorne Hotel, Brierley 
Hill. 

Chairman Mr Riley said they were 
well on course to achieve their target 
of achieving annual turnover of £25 


million. The specialist furnaces and 
foundry equipment company, 
founded in 1973, mainly supplies the 
aluminium industry. 

It has seen staff increase by about 
10 in the last 12 months including 
seven graduates and apprentices. 

Managing director Chris Ernes 
said that achieving £200m was a 
tremendous achievement and one in 
which every employee had played a 
part. 

“Exports from the UK are down, 
but you can’t accuse Mechatherm of 
that. 

We have got £32m of business on 
our books for this year, the next two 
years and a bit beyond. 

“We are doing our bit to help 
export the UK out of debt,” he said. 

Mr Ernes said they were winning 


orders from the Middle East, Russia, 
India and Venezuela. “An order from 
Taiwan had just put us over the 
£200m,” he added. 

Mr Riley said Mechatherm had 
achieved turnover of £14m for the 
year to the end of February and by 
2013-2014 that would reach £18m. 

Threat 

He said the biggest threat to 
Mechatherm was from the problems 
with the euro, but 60 per cent of 
Mechatherm’s order book was now 
outside the European Union. 

Mr Riley said they were going to 
continue with an investment pro¬ 
gramme, which includes £100,000 a 
year on information technology and 
one per cent of turnover on training. 


Firework company will 
reach for sky in contest 


JUBILEE Fireworks, one of the country’s 
leading display firework companies based in 
Kingswinsford will be heading for Plymouth 
in August to defend their title - champion- 
of-champions - which they won in 2006.

Crime rate in town 
dips by nearly 20pc 

THE CRIME rate has dropped in Stourbridge by 16 per cent 
new figures reveal. 

The overall number of crimes during the past six months 
was 1,377. This was down from 1,677 during the same 
period last year, Stourbridge and Halesowen Inspector Des 
Lambert said. 

The number of burglaries taking place in the area has 
also fallen. There were 119 reported between January and 
June last year, compared with 63 this year. 

Robberies have fallen by around half. 

There were 38 reported last year compared with 17 since 
January this year. The number of violent crimes has 
dropped by 26 per cent from 355 to 261. 

But figures showed that vehicle crime increased by 10 per 
cent since last year. There have been 226 thefts or break-ins 
logged since January compared with 206 during the same 
period last year. 

Insp Lambert told members of Stourbridge Area Com¬ 
mittee: “We have done a lot of police work to help bring 
down the crime rate but the community also plays a big role 
in reducing crimes too by reporting what’s happening.”

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Safety warning issued 
on removal of rubbish

WORKERS’ lives would have 
been put at risk if heavy machin¬ 
ery was brought in to lower a tow¬ 
ering mound of rubbish in Dudley, 
a court was told. 

Refuse Derived Fuel (RDF) Ltd is comply¬ 
ing with a High Court order to lower the pile 
at its plant in Moor Street, which was once 
40ft high, by digging and removing the 
waste in stages. But the firm told a court it 
had consulted health and safety experts who 
said it would not have been safe to put 
machinery on to the top of the pile to reduce 
its size more quickly. 

RDF Ltd has lodged an appeal against a 
notice served by the Environment Agency 
requiring the removal of waste and baled 
waste from areas alleged not to be within 
the permitted area. The appeal went before 
Dudley Magistrates Court last week with 
the case adjourned until after October. 

A progress report including measure¬ 
ments of the height of the pile will be made 
at the October hearing. A decision on 
whether the appeals process will continue 
will be taken by magistrates after this date. 

Mr Michael Davies, representing RDF, 
told the court: “The company would not 
have put lives at risk and wanted to ensure 
the rubbish pile was handled in the correct 
and proper way.” He said the pile of rubbish 
had been there before RDF took over the 
site around two years ago. In a statement 
after the court proceedings, Mr Davies said: 
“My client company had always been pre¬ 
pared to work with the Environment 
Agency and to reduce the stockpile.”

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MP calls for awareness 
over guide dog attacks 


MARGOT James MP has supported Guide 
Dogs UK’s call to stop attacks on guide dogs, 
and attended a reception at the Houses of 
Parliament along with 150 other MPs. 

New figures released showed attacks on 
guide dogs are at an all-time high, with an 
average of eight a month. Guide Dogs UK 
held the reception to highlight the charity’s 
growing concern about attacks on guide 
dogs by other dogs and to ask MPs for their 
support. 

The Government is currently consulting 
on compulsory microchipping but has said 
its preferred option is to microchip puppies 
only Under this plan, it would take 10 to 15 


years before all dogs are microchipped. 
Guide Dogs UK believes it would take too 
long to have an impact and wants to see the 
compulsory microchipping of all dogs within 
two years. 

Margot said, ‘It is awful to hear about 
attacks on any dog, but particularly on guide 
dogs due to the vital work that they do to 
help those with visual impairments. 

An attack on a guide dog is, by extension, 
an attack on its owner. 

Microchipping will mean that a dog’s 
owner can be traced, which will help to 
tackle the problem of irresponsible dog own¬ 
ership.’ 


Parking restrictions stay 


COMMUNITY leaders have 
resisted opposition from a 
pub landlord and his cus¬ 
tomers to push ahead with 
plans for new parking restric¬ 
tions in Kingswinsford. 

The proposal to introduce double 
yellow lines around The Park Tavern 
in Cot Lane and Broad Street was 
unveiled by Dudley Council last 
October. 

It was made following resident com¬ 
plaints of inconsiderate parking, but 
the plan had since attracted three 
objections and a petition with nearly 
300 signatures opposing the restric¬ 


tions. Park Tavern landlord David 
Facer said the parking restrictions 
would impact trade and lead to job 
losses at the pub. 

He said: “The draconian measures 
proposed have not been thought 
through properly and seems that the 
planners are going against a massive 
majority of views to support the view of 
very few.” 

Necessary 

However, at a meeting of Brierley 
Hill Area Committee last week, coun¬ 
cillors argued the parking restrictions 
were necessary and rubber-stamped 
the plan. 

Councillor Dave Tyler described the 


lack of road safety when drivers parked 
in Broad Street as “incredible”. He 
said: “I do have sympathy with the 
people who run the pub, however you 
cannot ignore road safety.” 

The council also considered intro¬ 
ducing day-time waiting restrictions in 
Water Street, Larch Road, Ash Cres¬ 
cent and Standhill Road, in Kingswin- 
ford. The proposal was put forward 
after concerns employees from a 
nearby office were leaving their cars 
outside residents’ homes all day. 

But after receiving 40 objections and 
a 150-signature petition against the 
proposed scheme, the councillors 
agreed to scrap the idea. 
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Parish can 
keep perky

Top officer retires

A SENIOR West Midlands Police officer has retired after 
spending 30 years with the force. 

Chief Superintendent Keith Baldwin worked his final 
shift at Brierley Hill Police Station yesterday, closing the 
door on a distinguished career. 

The 56-year-old grandfather of two said he “owed the 
force everything” and was very proud of the work he had 
done, including as Dudley’s police chief over the past six 
years. 

Mr Baldwin, who has lived in Stourbridge most of his life, 
joined the force in 1982 after first working as a crystal glass 
maker at the Webb Corbett Factory in the town. 

“The industry was in decline at the time and there were 
better opportunities and challenges to be found in other 
areas,” he said. 

Decision 

“I decided to join the police force and it was the best deci¬ 
sion I ever made. I really owe the force everything. If I could 
have my time over again I would have from school.” 

Mr Baldwin, who was educated at King Edward 
Grammar School, started his career in Wolverhampton 
where he served until his promotion to sergeant in 1989. 

He was then posted to Birmingham City Centre and ran 
the divisional robbery squad as a detective sergeant. Mr 
Baldwin was first posted to Dudley in the mid-90s becoming 
operations superintendent in 2005 and becoming com¬ 
mander for the Dudley borough in 2006. 

“I have been a police officer for 30 years but you have to 
retire sometime and this seemed as good a time as any,” he 
said. I will miss working with the force and the camaraderie 
with my colleagues. I will also miss dealing with the people 
issues which are an integral part of police work.” 

Mr Baldwin is married and has two grown-up children 
and two grandchildren. 

Fear of traffic chaos 
as store is expanded 

FEARS have been raised over a proposed multi-million 
pound expansion of a Kingswinford supermarket which res¬ 
idents claim will cause traffic chaos on surrounding roads. 

Morrisons wants to demolish its existing store in 
Stallings Lane and replace it with a 40,000 sq ft develop¬ 
ment, creating 70 jobs. But people living and working near 
the site are objecting. 

They have written to Dudley Council to express their 
concern, saying traffic conditions in Stallings Lane are 
already “a major cause for concern”. 

“The increase in traffic that a larger store would bring to 
these already overcrowded junctions would be totally unac¬ 
ceptable and would dramatically increase the number of 
accidents,” stated one objector. 

Morrisons spokesman Mark Hill said: “Morrisons held a 
public consultation exhibition in January, which was 
attended by more than 700 local people.”

A shop packed with memo¬ 
rabilia offers a rare glimpse 
into musical history. 

ANDREW TURTON reports 

WELCOME to First Floor 
Vintage in Stourbridge’s 
Lower High Street run by 
veteran singer-songwriter 
Pete Boddis. 

Guitars and records are crammed 
alongside posters and signed photo¬ 
graphs dedicated to some of the biggest 
names in American music. 

Racks of records, dating back 
decades and many in their original 
sleeves are tightly packed in rows. 

There are Stetsons, cowboy shirts, 
old turntables, books and videos almost 
too bewildering to comprehend in one 
glance. 

The 67-year-old musician has been a 
fixture on the local pub and club circuit 
since the mid-1960s and can often be 
found strumming his guitar among the 
organised chaos of the unique store- 
come-museum opened 18 months ago. 

It was born out of Mr Boddis’ hobby 
after the collection outgrew his Wollas¬ 
ton home. 

“All this was at home before, hidden 
around in different rooms until the 
wife said it was time to get it out the 
house,” he says. 

Clicked 

“So I started with the main room 
with the guitars which was sort of a 
half museum and display and half sale. 

“Then I brought the vinyl down and 
I think that clicked with people.” 

More than 70 guitars, mandolins and 
ukuleles sit around the walls and floor 
of the store’s largest room. 

Among his most treasured posses¬ 
sions is a 1962 National Studio 66 Res- 
o-Glas guitar owned by bassist John 
Entwistle, from The Who, which was 
sold at auction following the band 
member’s death in 2002. 

Another special purchase was a 1955 
Gretsch Country Club guitar signed by 
country music icon Willie Nelson 
which takes pride of place. 

It is thought to be worth around 
£2,250 and comes complete with origi¬ 
nal case. The instrument was bought 
on the internet from a dealer in 
Nashville. 

“I started with rock ’n’ roll of course 
but I was influenced by watching 
cowboy films on Saturday mornings” 
says Mr Boddis. 

“That’s when I started hearing 


country music, and it doesn’t get much 
bigger than Willie Nelson,” 

While some items in the collection 
are not for sale, others including many 
Gibson mandolins have been bought by 
musicians in recent months. 

He also has a 1990s Ibanez guitar 
signed by Hollywood star Dan Aykroyd 
and a Martin ukelele which had been 
carried through war zones including 
Korea and Vietnam, by a Sgt L.K. Loo, 
who had written the places he served in 
between 1955 and 1969 on the inside of 
the case. 

Fascination 

Mr Boddis’ fascination with classic 
American fashion designers such as 
Nudie Cohn who is famed for creating 
a gold lame suit for Elvis Presley and 
other clothing for actors and singers 
Roy Rogers and Dale Evans and 


British music icon Elton John. Mr 
Boddis, who is married to Lynne, first 
found his love of music with friends at 
the former King Edwards VI grammar 
school in Stourbridge in the late 50s. 

“Two or three of us were into the 
music and we got together and at 15 
formed a rock and roll band,” he says 

Their gig was at the old Midland Red 
garage social club - now home to the 
Mercedes car dealership on Stour¬ 
bridge ring road. 

“We had to carry the amps and the 
guitars on the bus. We were mainly 
self-taught, I had a few lessons but I 
can’t read music,” he says. 

He also started his own country 
music club at The Garibaldi pub, Cross 
Street, Stourbridge. Mr Boddis gigged 
around the area with a country band 
for about 12 years. 
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Thief who attempted to

School's top at improving 


Wives will 
be meeting 


A SCHOOL in the Black Country has 
been rated as having some of the 
fastest improving GCSE results in the 
country. 

And the headteacher says the 
success has been achieved by giving 
youngsters confidence to set their 
sights high. 

Wordsley School qualified in the top 
10 per cent of schools in England by 
improving its GCSE results year-on- 
year from 2008 to 2011 by at least 19 
per cent overall. 

The number of children at the 
school, in Brierley Hill Road, Wordsley, 
who passed at least five GCSEs with 
grades of A* to C rose from 28 per cent 
three years ago to 50 per cent last year. 
The five good passes must include 
English and maths to qualify for the 


rating. Every school in the country has 
been ranked according to how much 
progress they made in improving their 
GCSE results in 2011 in new rankings 
released by SSAT - the representative 
body for schools. 

Wordsley School headteacher Mike 
Lambert said: “It’s wonderful for us to 
be in the top 10 per cent most improved 
in the country, although in fact, as 
there were only eight schools on the 
most improved list for three years, we 
are actually in the top 0.25 per cent.

A BREWERY in the Black Country pulled in the crowds by 
reviving old-fashioned horse-drawn deliveries.

The ale made a half-hour journey from the Coventry 
Street pub to The Plough in Worcester Street. 

David Craddock, who runs the Duke and the Craddock’s 
brewery on the site, organises the delivery every Sunday 
lunchtime. 

He bought the horse last year and had the dray specially 
made to remind people of the brewing industry’s history. He 
said: “We get quite a few regulars who come along to watch 
and they seem to enjoy it. 

“When we get to The Plough we stand there for about an 
hour and talk to people and answer any questions. We 
thought it would be nice to keep the old traditions alive and 
it really brightens up people’s day.” 

Business has been booming since Mr Craddock invested 
more than £20,000 on brewery equipment last year. 

Hands to the pump as 
sales of real ale boom 

SALES of real ale have been booming in Black Country pubs 
as recent poor weather drove people indoors. 

While cider group C&C has seen sales in the UK fall by 
more than a fifth in three months to the end of May, brewers 
in the region say beer sales were on the up. 

Chris Sadler, director of Lye-based Sadler’s Ales, said that 
sales of their real ales had done better in the poor weather. 

“Our beers are sold at 600 outlets in the West Midlands, 
mainly in the urban areas where we have seen better sales 
during the bad weather period this year. The Diamond 
Jubilee and European football has also helped us,” he said. 

The Holden’s Brewery in Woodsetton is expanding 
because of growing demand for its real ale. It needs to 
increase capacity to produce an extra 25,000 pints a week. 

Meanwhile, at Daniel Batham and Son in Brierley Hill, 
production director Tim Batham said: “The bad weather is 
good for our beer sales. When we get glorious sunshine we 
call it cider weather because we see sales go down as people 
switch.”

Thug jailed for attack on 
ex-girlfriend's brother

BRIDES are turning into second 
hand roses as the recession bites - 
and one Black Country shop has 
launched a new line in used dresses 
as they tighten their belts. 

Bridal Secrets, in Market Street, 
Kingswinford, has so far stocked up 
on about 30 used frocks - most worn 
just once but a couple from wed¬ 


dings that didn’t happen. Joyce 
Alexander, owner of Bridal Secrets, 
said: “In this day and age, girls still 
want a big wedding - but they can’t 
afford the big prices. We think our 
new dresses are reasonable anyway 
at between £399 and £1,000 each. 
These dresses cater for wanting to 
spend between £150 and £300.” 


A MAN who attacked his ex-girl- 
friend’s brother after knocking 
him unconscious outside a Black 
Country park, was starting a five- 
and-a-half year jail sentence 
today. 

Daniel Breakwell, aged 23, struck after 
unexpectedly meeting Brett Peck in the 
street, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
yesterday. Both had been drinking and Mr 
Peck was “spoiling for a fight”, the court 
heard. 

Prosecutor Mr Hugh O’Brien-Quinn said 
the defendant punched the victim with 
enough force to knock him out. Witnesses 
said Mr Peck fell backwards and his head 
hit the pavement outside Swanpool Park, 
Wollaston with a “sickening” thud, the 
court was told. 

Punches 

Breakwell then delivered six “heavy 
punches” to the victim, said Mr O’Brien- 
Quinn, who continued: “He was pulled 
away but returned to strike half a dozen 
more blows before being removed again. He 
ran back and kicked him to the head.” One 
witness said it was like a footballer taking a 
penalty kick, the court heard. 

Mr Peck was left lying in a pool of blood 
after the attack on March 14 at 6pm. He 
suffered a broken nose and other facial 
injuries that needed 25 stitches to repair. 

Mr Tim Talbot-Webb, defending, said Mr 
Peck had been aggressive and had said 
“hurtful things”. The defendant, of 
Bedcote Place, Stourbridge, admitted 
wounding with intent.

Where Google has enough information, 
roads are colour-coded based on the level of 
congestion. Green routes are moving well, 
while red routes are slow. 

The feature is available on Google Maps 
on the web and for Android mobile users in 
Britain, the US, Canada, France and Aus¬ 
tralia. It covers major routes across Britain.

His choreography 
mirrored the disciplines of 
track and field, even syn¬ 
chronised swimming, rugby 
and fencing and, to amusing 
effect, race walking. But 
Matthew Hindson’s clatter¬ 
ing disaster movie-like score 
was deafeningly dramatic. 

The triple bill also fea¬ 
tured The Grand Tour, a 
1930s voyage with such 
celebrities as Noel Coward. 
Joy Layon’s choreography 
was amusing, particularly 
with dancers puffing from 
cigarette holders.

Although a little long-winded, the surprising ending 
makes it extremely watchable.

"Peugeot pull off the near impossible with their classy 208 


PEUGEOT must be haunted by a 
car it hasn’t sold for decades and 
is now rare as hens’ teeth, with 
most of the five million made long 
banished to the scrapheap. 

The car was the modest hatchback 205 
and it proved one of those machines that get 
under your skin because they look good and 
are simply lovely to drive. 

The 206 and 207 that came after showed 
the 205 had been a hard act to follow and, 
although they sold in shed loads, never 
managed to make owners love them. 

Their successor, the 208 reviewed here, is 
tasked with banishing the 205’s ghost and 
must be the most eagerly anticipated new 
Peugeot in years. 

To live up to its high expectations the 
new baby has to pull off a dazzling trick: be 
as well equipped and well built as the best 
of current little hatchbacks (think Polo and 
Fiesta), yet as light and nimble on its feet as 
that original 205 from 1983. 

Even small cars have to ooze class today 
and the 208 does, with expensive looking 
soft surfaces and, in most cars, a touch 


screen that will (later this year and for a 
subscription) tell you everything from the 
weather to the nearest car park. Satellite 
navigation is a modest £400 addition. 

But the biggest pointer to Peugeot’s 
determination to make the 208 a game 
changer comes when you break out the tape 
measure and scales. For the car is smaller 
on the outside, yet bigger inside than the 
207 it replaces and, crucially, lighter too. 

Beneficial 

Averaged across the range, it’s like 
heaving the weight of two grown men out of 
the car, with obvious beneficial effects on 
everything from performance and economy 
to (let’s hope) the way the car tackles 
corners and bumps. 

The five-door test car, in midrange Active 
trim, costs £12,795 and includes as stan¬ 
dard manual air conditioning, alloy wheels 
and the multifunction touch screen. Prices 
of the new range start at £9,995 and extend 


to £18,495, although not many at either 
extreme are likely to hit the showroom. 

Under the newly shortened bonnet sit a 
range of already familiar petrol and diesel 
engines and a couple of petrol powered 
units we have not seen before. They have a 
mere three cylinders and are likely to prove 
the most popular engines, in either 1.0 or 
1.2 litre form. 

Three-cylinders for economy is becoming 
familiar territory among car makers the 
world over and in the 208 produces an 
engine that feels happy to rev, with an 
engaging thrum and still showed 50mpg 
after a frustratingly constrained test drive 
of mainly stop/start city work and confined 
country lanes. 

The 81bhp 1.2 litre in the test car will 
pull the 208 to 109mph and scores a impres¬ 
sive, if unrealistic 62.8mpg in the official 
consumption test. You’ll pay no road tax the 
first year and a miserly £20 thereafter.And 
now to the controversial part of the 208’s 
design, which Peugeot admits is a love-or- 
hate feature (most people like it, we’re 
told), in the nicely sculpted shape of the 
smallest steering wheel this side of a single

seater racing car. 

It’s so tiny you look over it, not through, 
to read the instruments and for the first few 
miles it feels extremely odd. 

Some of the 208’s nimble feel comes from 
suspension firm enough to jar when the car 


hits a patch of badly mended road and I’d 
have gladly traded a little cornering ability 
for a touch more comfort. That niggle 
apart, the 208 is Peugeot’s most impressive 
effort for years.

Basketball girls look to 
step out of the shadows 


SIX years ago Team GB did not even have a women’s basketball team. 
Yet within weeks they will step out at London 2012 - and Dudley’s 
Dominique Allen will be one of them. 

It’s been a long journey for a team who have fought their way up the world rankings and 
are still ranked only 49th - but are now filled with optimism. 

The reason is this month’s 81-57 win over the Czech Republic, ranked No.4 in the world. 
Allen herself has risen from the under-20s and played at the World University Games for 
the GB futures team ahead of her Olympic bow.

For her, the Czech match 
proves they are ready for the 
Games following their rise 
on the world stage. 

“We’ve shown so much 
progression over the last few 
years,” said the former 
Windsor High School pupil. 

“I’m relatively new to the 
squad but we’ve known 
we’re going to have a place in 
the Games for a while - it’s 
not like we’ve just thrown a 
few girls together. 

“We’ve had a process and 
24 girls have been cut down 
in the last four months; it’s 
been a long process but it’s 
worked for us. 

Upset 

“I think we will surprise 
people and we already have. 
Last year we only lost to 
Russia by three points and 
they are one of the best in 
the world. We can upset a 
few people.” 

Team GB face Australia 
and Russia - joint second in 
the world - and sixth-placed 
Brazil in their group with 
little pressure on them. 

And Allen remains prag¬ 
matic and grounded when 
talking about medals. 

The long-term aim is to 
ensure they create a legacy 
for the sport - and step out of 


the men’s shadow. “People 
don’t know much about 
women’s basketball but 
once they see us playing 
they’ll realise it’s not all 
about the guys,” smiled the 
22-year-old. 

“It does get overshadowed 
by them, but it helps the 
guys having all the big 
names from the NBA 
coming over and playing. 

“Hopefully the profile will 
be raised. You want to see 
the development of it. We 
want to succeed to show 
people what we can do. 

“The goal for us is to make 
the second round - get in the 
top eight and see what 
happens then. 

“Everyone can win any 
game on any day.” 

Allen graduated from Oral 
Roberts University in Okla¬ 
homa in graphic design last 
month and is looking for a 
professional club after the 
Games. 

Her move to the States, 
after she landed a sports 
scholarship, was driven by 
her desire to succeed in her 
sport. 

At 16 she moved to New¬ 
castle and played for 


Northumbria University 
while studying her A-Levels. 
She followed dad Clive, a 
former player for the Birm¬ 
ingham Bullets, into basket¬ 
ball while younger sister 
Whitney is looking to move 
to America to emulate her 
after her A-levels. 

And as she watches her 
sibling start her journey, 
Allen understands how priv¬ 
ileged she is. 

“It is amazing to be a part 
of it because I was the under¬ 
dog to get in the squad,” she 
said. “I’m one of the young 
ones. I didn’t expect to get 
this far, so I was really sur¬ 
prised. I’m really excited 
and blessed to be in this posi¬ 
tion. 

“We’re back home for the 
summer so we’ve got a home 
crowd. It’s the Olympics and 
I can’t quite believe in four 
weeks we’ll be there.”
